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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  REPORT 


BE  A  GOOD  CITIZEN  —  COOPERATE 

Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50  percent  of 
the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in 
1955  —  235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463  originated  from  these  two 
sources.  Lighted  smoking  material  and  matches  thrown  from 
moving  vehicles  along  the  highway  or  dropped  by  fishermen, 
hunters,  hikers,  berry  and  flower  pickers  accounted  for  26  per- 
cent; debris  burning  in  the  wrong  place  or  at  the  wrong  time 
by  those  who  failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or  refused  to 
recognize  the  logical,  sensible  rules  and  regulations  set  up  under 
legislative  authority  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  wood- 
lands accounted  for  more  than  24  percent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy  the  situ- 
ation. Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on  our  law  books 
which  requires  everyone  to  secure  written  permission  from  the 
local  forest  fire  warden  before  starting  a  fire  in  or  near  wood- 
lands or  where  fire  can  be  communicated  to  woodlands,  unless 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  A  never  ending  program  of 
educational  work  is  being  carried  on  by  your  local  warden  and 
state  officials  to  inform  the  general  public  both  of  the  value 
and  necessity  of  securing  the  required  permit  for  such  burning. 
Much  progress  has  been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who  fail 
or  refuse  to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit  system  was 
definitely  proven  in  this  district  during  the  1955  calendar  year. 
Local  wardens  issued  150  permits  for  debris  burning  fires.  That's 
a  lot  of  permits.  The  records  show  only  NO  permit  fires  got  out 
of  control.  This  proves  several  things  —  while  wardens  were 
liberal  in  the  issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommodating  every  ap- 
plicant so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cautious,  following  closely 
directives  outlining  overall  policy  governing  the  issuance  of 
burning  permits  and  thoroughly  instructing  permit  users.  The 
latter,  too,  fully  appreciating  their  responsibility  in  using  their 
permits,  governed  themselves  accordingly.  Result?  Much  burn- 
ing done  legally  and  safe. 

But  what  of  the  smokers  ?  Despite  all  the  efforts  of  those 
officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  preventing  fires,  too 
many  were  careless  or  thoughtless  in  disposing  of  smoking 
material  and  matches.  Why?  It  is  difficult  to  say.  Autos  are  now 
equipped  with  ash  trays.  Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing  out  of 
a  cigar,  cigarette  and  the  complete  extinguishment  of  matches 
before  being  discarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent  smoker  and 
debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more  than  half  of  our  annual 
forest  fires  would  be  eliminated.  Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to 
bring  this  about? 
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REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before  starting 
your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law  requires  it. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them, 

3.  Become   a   safe   smoker   by   extinguishing   smoking  material 
and  matches  before  discarding  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  school  year  1955-1956  started  with  the  following 
personnel : 

Mrs.  Esther  Prescott,  principal  and  teacher  of  Grades 
4-6. 

Mrs.  Mildred  Crowell,  teacher  of  Grades  1-3 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  teacher  of  Music 

Miss  Mary  Shea,  school  nurse 

Mr.  Douglas  Robertson,  teacher  of  Handwriting. 

This  is  the  same  staff  which  taught  in  the  school  a 
year  ago  and  it  is  well  qualified  by  experience  and  train- 
ing to  give  good  instruction  to  the  boys  and  girls. 

With  the  opening  of  school  it  was  found  that  there 
were  forty  students  in  grades  1-3  and  thirty-two  in 
grades  4-6.  This  immediately  posed  a  problem,  for  forty 
students  are  too  many  for  a  teacher  to  try  to  instruct, 
especially  in  a  multiple  grade  room.  Also,  the  State 
Board  of  Education  has  ruled  that  no  elementary  class- 
room shall  house  forty  or  more  students. 

For  these  reasons,  the  School  Board,  after  consulting 
with  the  Finance  Committee,  voted  to  employ  a  part 
time  teacher  who  would  work  with  about  half  of  the 
primary  youngsters  on  the  basic  subjects  during  the 
morning  session. 

Mrs.  Pearl  Marston  of  Hampton  Falls  was  added  to 
the  staff  and  she  has  been  doing  a  competent  job  as  the 
part  time  teacher.  Under  this  arrangement  the  work 
of  the  school  seems  to  progress  satisfactorily. 
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The  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  playground 
area  should  assist  the  activities  program  of  the  school. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  its  efforts 
to  contribute  to  a  better  school  program. 

One  law  which  was  passed  by  the  state  legislature 
which  will  give  financial  assistance  to  the  school  district 
is  the  School  Construction  Aid  Law.  It  is  practically 
certain  that  the  district  will  receive  from  the  state 
twenty  per  cent  of  the  annual  payment  of  principal  on 
the  bond  issue  effective  next  July  1. 

The  number  one  problem  facing  most  school  districts 
would  seem  to  be  that  of  finding  competent  teachers 
when  vacancies  occur,  due  to  the  serious  teacher  short- 
age. It  is  estimated  that  the  State  will  need  five  hundred 
new  teachers  each  year  for  the  next  five  years,  at  least, 
to  handle  expanding  enrollment  and  to  replace  teachers 
who  retire  or  leave  the  profession.  Our  two  teachers 
colleges,  at  their  present  capacity,  can  provide  less  than 
one-half  of  this  number. 

Since  this  shortage  of  teachers  is  nation-wide  and 
since  a  teacher  is  not  restricted  to  a  particular  area, 
teachers  can  sell  their  services  wherever  they  please 
and,  like  other  human  beings,  tend  to  go  where  the 
rewards  are  the  greatest.  Salaries  are  not  the  only 
factor  in  the  choice  of  teaching  as  a  profession  or  in  the 
choice  of  a  particular  job,  but  they  are  of  great  import- 
ance. 

Educational  leaders  can  see  no  relief  for  this  problem 
for  many  years  to  come.  Certainly  anything  that  can 
be  done  at  the  local  level  to  improve  the  relationship 
between  parents  and  teachers  and  to  aid  the  working 
conditions  of  the  teachers  is  very  important  in  addition, 
of  course,  to  paying  decent  salaries. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  school  nurse 
and  the  music  teacher  and  the  tables  which  follow. 
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I  again  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  the  members  of 
the  School  Board,  and  the  teachers  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation.

The  music  program  is  planned  with  the  purpose  of 
giving  to  each  pupil  a  variety  of  musical  experiences, 
from  which  it  is  hoped  that  at  least  one  will  help  to 
enrich  his  life.  Ear-training,  work  with  rhythm  band 
and  tonettes,  music  appreciation,  rhythm  activities, 
learning  the  fundamentals  of  music,  note  reading,  part- 
singing  and  dancing  are  all  part  of  the  music  program. 

At  the  Memorial  Day  exercises,  a  musical  program 
was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  Kensington  school. 

Members  of  the  sixth  grade  sang  a  group  of  songs  at 
the  May  meeting  of  the  Parent-Teacher's  Association.

Tonette  books  were  purchased  in  the  fall  for  the 
pupils  of  the  third  and  fourth  grades.  These  books  are 
very  valuable  for  the  learning  of  note-reading.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

There  are  times  when  the  writing  of  reports  can 
become  a  pleasure  instead  of  a  disagreeable  task.  Writ- 
ing Kensington's  reports  has  always  been  a  pleasure  for 
me  ever  since  I  came  here.  I  believe  there  is  no  small  or 
large  town  in  the  state  that  can  match  your  health 
services.  This  is  due  to  the  cooperation  of  the  school 
board,  parents  and  teachers,  plus  a  small  sum  of  money. 

Your  dental,  medical  and  vision  programs  have  been 
of  the  greatest  value  to  each  pupil  and  I  am  constantly 
using  your  program  as  a  guide  for  the  rest  of  the  schools 
in  our  union. 

There  can  be  few,  if  any,  physical  handicaps  left  un- 
discovered. In  nearly  every  case  where  notes  have  gone 
home  suggesting  that  certain  things  be  done,  the  par- 
ents have  been  most  cooperative.  Tonsils  have  been 
removed  when  necessary;  teeth  have  been  removed  or 
filled;  and  glasses  have  been  obtained.  Sometimes  the 
writing  of  these  notes  seems  an  endless  task,  but  when 
the  school  nurse  sees  Johnny  with  his  glasses  or  Mary 
breathing  easier  because  her  tonsils  have  been  removed 
she  feels  deeply  rewarded. 

Even  the  pre-school  clinic  was  one  of  the  best  attend- 
ed. At  this  clinic  all  children  who  had  not  had  booster 
shots  were  given  them  so  that  the  school  children  were, 
as  far  as  humanly  possible,  protected  from  serious 
diseases. 

Because  we  have  no  preventive  for  Scarlet  Fever  as 
yet,  a  number  of  the  children  were  ill  with  this.  For- 
tunately, the  streptococcic  germs  causing  Scarlet  Fever 
at  this  time  are  not  virulent  and  most  cases  were  very 
mild  with  no  complications  resulting. 
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I  wish  to  thank  all  of  you  for  the  help  you  have  given 
and  hope  we  will  have  more  and  better  health  services 
for  the  school  each  succeeding  year.
